Irrigation’ District 
For Saskatchewan 
Act Passed Respecting Irrigation in 
the Province 


Among the acts which were passed 
yat the last session of the provincial 
legislature of Saskatchewan, which 
has just prorogued, is one respecting 
irrigation in the province, ‘This act 
provided for the formation of irri- 
gation districts, which will be com- 
posed of a parcel or parcels of land 
on which any dike, dam, weir, flood- 
gate, breakwater,; drain, ditch, basin, 
reservoir, canal, tunnel, bridge, cul- 
vert, erib, embankment, headwork, 
flume, aqueduct, pipe, pump or any 
other contrivance for carrying or con- 
ducting water can be erected. 

The first procedure to form an irri- 
gation district will be to forward a 
petition to the Minister of Highways 
jfor Saskatchewan, This petition must 
be signed by a majority of the land 
owners of the district who own more 
than half the land, to be included in 
the irrigation district, The petition 
must further be accompanied by a 
bond, and a report from a qualified 
engineer showing the feasibility of 
operating the proposed irrigation dis- 
trict, Following the publication of 
the petition a returning officer will 
|be appointed who will have charge of 
the election to decide whether or not 
the district shall be formed. The 
number of trustees for any district 
may be three, five or seven as the 
minister may direct, but every trus- 
tee shall be an owner of land in that 
district. 

This act sets out in detail the meth- 
ods of election, and how irregularities 
are to be dealt with.

WHO PAYS? 


This story is so good that I'm not 
going to preach Qoscrmon over it, 
}lowever, the next lime anyone tries 
to “string you along’’ with that old 
chestnut about his line selling cheap- 
er because his firm does not spend a 
lot of money in advertising, just re- 
iember the story of the three mouse- 
traps. 

In a certain town three firms were 
nhiuinufacturing mouse-traps. Their 
manufacturing costs were just about 
the sume and they each did about an 
equal amount of business, 

The traps cost 15 cents to make; 
cold to the dealer at 20 cents, and 
vere sold to the consumer. at 30 
cents. Each manufacturer made 6 
cants per trap, or 831-3 per cent. 
}rofit on his turnover. Each dealer 
niade 10 cents, or 50 per cent. profit. 
Bach dealer, of course, carried all 
three traps, for there was about an 
equal demand for each, 

One day one manufacturer made up 
his mind to spend 1 cent per trap in 
advertising. This reduced l¥s profit 
to 4 cents a trap. He did not ad- 
vance his prices and neither did the 
dealers. o 

He statred his advertising and kept 
it up for two years. During this time 
the other two manufacturers kept on 
taking their 5 cent profit per trap 
and quietly laughed at the “poor ad- 
vertiser.” 

During the second year, however, 
a popular demand “seemed” to arise 
for this advertised trap. The manu- 
facturer actually found demand get- 
tiug ahead of production. In seeking 
to’ keep up with it he installed new 
machinery and found out that under 
improved methods and with quantity 
production he could turn out as good 
a trap at a cost of 9 cents as former- 
ly cost him 15 cents. So he reduced 
his selling price to the dealer from 


20 cents to 15 cents, andthe dealer]: 


re‘luced his from 80 cents to 25 cents. 
E en at this reduced pricg you will 
se* that the manuaftceurer now made 
6C per ecnt. on his turnover as 
against the old profit of 281-3 per 
ce it., and the dealer made 66 2-3 per 
ce it. as against 50 per cent. before. 

Naturally, the two other firms 
coildn’t compete on price, so they 
went out of business. The dealer 
found he only had to tie up one-third 
as much capital to stock the one 


®| brand as he used to. tie up to carry 


tie three makes on his hselves, 
Now—whu-patd for the advertis- 
ing? 
Did the manufacturer? If you say 


“yes,” how do you account for the 
fact that he reduced his selling price 


5 cents per trap and still increased 
his gross profit from 83 1-8 per cent? 
to 50 per cent.? 

Did the dealer pay for it? If you 
think so, how do you reconcile your 
opinion with the fact that he reduced 
his selling price from 80 cents to 26 
cents and increased his profit from 
50 per cent. to 662-3 per cent,? 

Did the consumer pay for it? Ob- 
viously not, for he onw got as good 
a trap for 25 cents as he used to get 
for 30 cents. 

It looks like a case of money being 
spent and nobody having to pay for 
it, doesn’t it? Lf we look close, how- 
ever, we will find that the men who 
really paid for the advertising were 
the two manufacturers who did not 
advertise. The number of mice in 
that town remained just about the 
sofe, and so also did the number of 
traps sold per year. But every time 
ei‘her of these firms lost an account 
it went to the manufacturer who ad- 
vortised. This steady increase in 
business enabled him to buy cheaper 
(because he bought his raw material 
ir larger quantities), to manufacture 
cheaper (because of better machin- 
evy, standardized methods, etc.), and 
to sell cheaper (because each sales- 
man now sold three traps where he 
formerly sold only one). 

Who paid for the advertising? 
Think it over. And the next time 
you run into this camouflaged knock- 
er just ask him about the three 
mouse-traps. The same _ principle 
works in pianos,. pins, candies and 
cars. aay

Premium on Gold 


and Scientific 
Education 


( Ottawa.—The Rescarch Council lias 
appointed an air rescarch commission 
with a membership of four, with a 
large association throughout the Do- 
minion to advise and co-operate witli 
the Air Board of the Dominion on the 
lines of research to develop aeron- 
autics in Canada, This commission 
will report on the possibilities for 
this work, which may be found at 
various centres in the Domtnion, and 
it will undertake investigations inde- 
pendently, The fuel research board 
to standardize the coals of Alberta 
has been fully constituted and the 
work: will be carried out, in all prob- 
ability, under the auspices of the 
University of Alberta at Edmonton. 

Committees were also appointed by 
the council at its mecting here on 
food research, physics and engincer- 
ing. The first-named committee is 
to investigate, among other things. 
the character and action of the so- 
called uvitamines, which are now 
known to play such an important part 
in the human dict. 

The council has made arrangements 
to discuss with the authorities of 
Qucen’s, Laval, Dalhousie and Mani- 
toba universities the measures which 
may be neccessary to promote advanc- 
ed scientific education and scientific 
research,

Considering the 
program of road-building immediate- 
ly in prospect, here secms to be a 
question which it is important to set- 
tle, and the statement that an old 
macadam road need not be torn up to
